In early September, 1939, Trinity’s student body was enlarged by 350 nervous 
freshmen. Having survived the teasing of the upper classmen bravely, we became finally 
an orderly group. Our leaders for that year were: President, Ellsworth Hunt; Vice 
President, Homer Chivers; Secretary, Elsie Ross; Treasurer, Betty Chambers. Miss 


Kiblinger and Mr. Clark were chosen as our advisors. 


The next fall we elected as leaders: President, William Davis; Vice President, Joe 
Patrick; Secretary, Alice Green; Treasurer, Mildred Yorkin. When our president 
moved from the city, Joe Patrick took over his duties. ‘That year we had a very suc- 


cessful tea dance and later, our first evening affair, “the Sophomore Trafic Jam Hop.” 


In September, 1941, we began a new year as Juniors. This being our busiest year, 
we immediately elected as officers: President, Robert Dentzer; Vice President, John 
Chupinsky; Secretary, Mona Lu Dunn; Treasurer, Mildred Yorkin. The first social 
event of the year was the “Junior Blitz’. After the second semester had started we 


lost two of our leaders into Uncle Sam’s service. Our President, Bob Dentzer, joined
